lands to the amount of at leaft one fixteenth part, fhall make ap- 
plication to any affiftant of juftice 6f the peace, who is hereby re- 
quired to iffue his warrant for calling fach meeting, fetting forth 
the time, place, and the feveral other matters and things to be 
tranfacted, and the reafons for calling fuch meeting, which war- _ 
tant fhall be inferted in the ConneGicut Courant, three weeks 
fucceflively, the laft time of which fhall be-at leaft twenty days 
before the convening fuch meeting. And fuch proprietors when 
met, fhal! proceed by ballot to choofe a moderator, clerk and 
treafurer ; and: may further proceed to tranfact any bufinefs which 
may concern the propriety, as the promoting of fettlement, and 
laying out and. making divifiot: of lands, laying out roads, and 
any other bufinefs whatever. ‘And every proprietor fhall be al- 
lowed to vote in proportion to his intereft in fuch propriety. A 
proprietor of one otiginal right or (haze, may have one vote, and 
fo in proportion as “aforefaid. A/vays excepted, that no períon 
thall be allowed more than one vote by viftue of a power of at- 
torney. And the votes and proceedings of fuch meetings, fhalf 
be good and valid in law, provided no proprietor fhall be curtail- 
ed in the quantity of his land 5 and fuch proprietors may adjourn 
and agree on. fuch mode of convening again; as to them may be 
thought expedient. And fuch clerk, being duly fworn, fhall 
make fair and true entries of all the votes and proceedings of 
fuch meeting, from which records fuch clerk fhall give fair and 
attefted copies, of any matter or thing therein contained, when 
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“reQuefted thereto by any proprietor, on fuch proptietor's tendiy 
of a certain fum, which is hereafter rmientioned to be given fot 
recording furvey bills. ZEND n i | 

The charters of each town which may or can bé procüred; 
fhall be recorded in the firft pages of the proprietors book of rec. 
ords, and it fhall be the clerk's duty to record ‘all furvey bills; 
provided fuch furvey bills are properly attefted by a furveyor, 
and offered for record. Such clerks are furthermore directed, oii 
receiving any furvey bill às aforefaid, to enter it on file as foon 
as may be, with the date when réceived to record ; and'füch fur. 
vey bills which are firit recorded or received to record as afore- 
faid, íhall be valid and good in law, without any regard to the 
date of fuch furvey bills, or time when fuch land was furveyed. 


Always provided, Such furvey bill be agreeable to the votes 
and proceedings of the propriety. .And it fhall and may be lay.

and the remainder to the proprietor’s treafurer for the ufe of the
